New 


York that statisticians of the Na-

Land Key to 
U, S. Living 
Standard

Clarence F. Byrns, editor 
of 


the Fort Smith newspapers, 
told 
the annual 
Hempstead 
County 
Balanced 
Farming 
Competition 


banquet crowd of 200 
in 
Hope 
High school last night: 


"The other day Mrs. Byrns and 
I went over to see a new grand- 
son — and maybe it's a good thing 
a baby can't focus his eyes to see 
clearly, for this little fellow seem- 
ed to be looking up at me criti- 
cally and saying, 'Who 
is 
this 


guy?' And I would have had to 
tell him: 
" ' Sonny, I'm' just your grand- 


daddy. I've mined your soil, ex- 
ploited your forests, and 
wasted 


your water reserves. Sonny, I'm 
leaving you a country that's poor- 
er than the one my own grand- 
daddy left to me.' " 


'Land vs. People 
And then Mr. Byrns went on to 
say: 


"We've developed America's hu- 


man resources — educated and im- 
proved our people — but we are 
depleting our national resources. 1 
doubt if any nation in all history 
wasted so much so fast. 


"America has only a little more 


than three acres of productive land 
per person. Economists estimate 
that three acres is the safe mini- 
mum for support of our American 
standard of living. 


"But our population is gaining at 
the rate of 2 million a year — while 
our productive land resources are 
falling' half a million acres a year. 
How will we live? 


"It's up to us to apply the re- 


sults of scientit'ice research for the 
benefit 
of the land — to build up 


our soil resources, and 
improve 


the acre yield. Disaster ''falls on 
even the best land; but disaster can 
be met and conciuered. 


"In the rich blacklands of North- 
east Texas, formerly thought to be 
inexhaustible, there came a 
day 


when men realized crop production 
was off 50 per cent — a loss o£ 
300 million dollars a year to the 
people of Texas. But now they're 
reviving those Texas fields. 
Ap- 


plying the practices developed in 
their own agricultural 
research 


schools they showed Texas 
dirt- 


farmers how acreage yield could 
be boosted four times the 
Texas 
average, and twice the yield of 
the very best practical 
farmers. 


Test areas produced 60 to 90 bushels 
of corn per acre, against 40 bushels 
for the best commercial farmers, 
and 20 bushels for the Texas av- 
erage. Test areas made 400 to 700 
pounds lint cotton per acre, against 
300 pounds for the best farmers. 
"This is our answer to the prob- 


lem of increasing population and 
declining land resources. 


Irrigation Possible 
"Soil, water, people — these are 


our greatest resources. 


"One of our Arkansas problems 
is that we have too much water at 
one time and not enough at anoth- 
er time. In the dry west the Colo- 
rado river carries only a fraction 
of the water we have in our Ar 
kansas river, but out there they 
store water — they don't waste it. 
And irrigation is something that 
can be applied to Arkansas also. 


At Ml. Ida a man tried- irriga- 
ting corn, and raised 83 bushels 
per acre on a five-acre field the 
same year that all his neighbors' 
corn burned up. Another man pro- 
duced .?50,000 worth of strawberries 
on five acres, by irrigation. 


'Soil, water, people — but the 


greatest of these three is people. 
For it is through people's intelli- 
gence and native common 
sense 


that we will learn to apply scienti- 
fic methods in land use, and thus 
save our country so future gen- 
erations will be able to live in it 
on the scale Americans are ac 
customed to." 


Editor Byrns pointed 
to 
this 
year's cotton disaster

kansas and said the state has ex- 
capcd serious economic loss 
by 


diversifying its farm busness into 
many lines.

Washington, Nov. 11 
(/P) — Sec- 


retary of Interior Julius "Cap" 
Krug. whose relations with Presi- 
dent Truman have been reported 
declining, has resigned from 
cabinet effective Dec. 1. 
the 


Krug, at 41 the youngest cabi- 


net member, made the announce- 
ment late yesterday — to report- 
ers and Mr. Truman, in that order. 
Friends said Krug plans to go into 
private business. 
Undersecretary Oscar 
Littleton 


Chapman, 53, is reported in line to 
succeed him. Both Chapman and 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
arc from Denver. 


Once intimate friends, Krug and 


the President apparently have not 
been on the best of t&rms recently.

been saved from rigid crop pro- 
duction controls in 1950 by har- 
vest-time reductions in this year's 
official production estimates. 


During the summer growing sea- 


son, 
controls appeared inevitable 


next year on two major midwest- 
ern crops — corn and wheat. 


But wheat failed to turn out as 


well as had been forecast. As a 
consequence, the agriculture de- 
partment announced in July that 
wheat marketing quotas would not 
be necessary next year. 


Corn appeared to be in line for 


quotas until the agriculture 
de- 


partment issued a semi-final re- 
port yesterday showing a decline 
of 119,000,000 bushels in prospect 
for this crop. The revised estimate 
is a crop of 3,358,000,000 bushels. 


This reduction in corn apparent- 


ly has pulled it down below the 
level at which, under farm laws, 
the department would be required 
to propose marketing quotas. No 
final decision is expected, however, 
until after the December crop re- 
port is issued. 
Southern farmers, on (the other 


hand, have 
been less fortunate 


with respect to controls. Marketing 
quotas already 
' have been pro- 


claimed for 1950 crops of cotton, 
flue-cured and btuiey tobacco, and 
peanuts. 


The department also has under 


consideration a proposal to invoke 
marketing quotas on rice. But a 
reduction in the rice crop 
esti- 
mate yesterday may have gone far 
toward ruling out quotas for this 
crop. 


Midwestern farmers will produce 


next years's corn and wheat crops 
under government planting allot- 
ments. Allotments tell a 
jarmer 


just how much 
land 
he 
could 


plant to a given crop. While he is 
free to ignore them, only those 
farmers complying are eigible for 
government price supports on the

friendly," Mr. Truman 
was 
dis- 


pleased at the prior announcemen 
to the press. 


Krug had nothing to say of his 


plans. He has an interest in 
a 
Tennessee Textile mill — in 
an 


area where, 10 years ago, he was 
chief power 
engineer for the Ten 
nessee Valley authority. 


Chapman likewise had no com 
ment. 


Chapman has been a member o

take the form of a recommenda- 
tion to congress. 


The answer to the question, Mr. 
Truman asserted, is a categorical 
no. As long as he is President of 
the United States, he 
said, 
the 
value of gold is fixed. 


The $35 an ounce U. S.

for gold has been in effect since 
January, 1935.
